THE  MANNER  FOR  AFPLTING  FOR  ADMISSION,  AND  THE  ENGAGEMENTS  TO  BE 
ENTERED  INTO  BY  THE  FRIENDS  OF  THE  PUPILS. 

Any  person  desirous  of  applying  for  the  admission  of  a Pupil,  may  liavo 
printed  papers  of  Questions  and  Engagements  at  the  School,  in  the  following 
form,  to  which  answers  in  writing  are  required,  attested  as  therein  specified  j 
and  the  paper,  when  properly  filled  up,  must  be  sent  (post  paid)  to  the  Su- 
perintendent at  the  School,  in  order  to  its  being  laid  before  the  Committee. 
It  is  required  that  the  parish  or  friends  of  the  Pupils  shall  contribute  a 
weekly  allowance  of  Three  Shillings  towards  his  or  her  maintenance  ; and 
if  the  parish  or  friends  be  at  a distance  from  Liverpool,  then  some  respect- 
able housekeeper  in  Liverpool  must  become  responsible  for  the  regular 
payment  of  the  sum  stipulated. 

From  the  numerous  applications  lately  received  for  the  admission  of 
Infants,  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  state,  that  Females  of  less  than  Twelve 
Years,  and  Males  of  Fourteen  Years  of  Age,  cannot  be  admitted  into  the 
School,  except  under  very  peculiar  circumstancs.
